THREATEN TO WITHDRAW 
FROM MOTHER COUNTRY 



Decision of Tribunal Declared to Mark 
Farting of Ways Between Eng- 
land nutl Colony. 

*'Tb is Alaskan award off ects.mhch more 
the relations between the dominion and 
the mother country than people here "seem 
to realize and almost marks' the -parting of 
the wayB,at least so far as leaving any 
such question for England, to decide "for 
us, n 

The above significant statement made 
Tuesday by one of the Canadian commis- 
sioners shows" how bitter is the feeling 
aroused by the tribunal's decision in favor 
of America. - 

So angry are the Dominion's representa- 
tives that they not only declined to sign 
the award, but said they would publicly 
withdraw from the commiasioa.' They as 
well as the Canadian : connected with the 
case are very bitter. 

In conBcquence of thia attitude Lord 
Chief Justice Alverson decided Tuesday 
morning not to hold the proposed public 
meeting of the Alaskan boundary commis- 
sion,' biit. to hand its decision to Messrs. 
Foster nnd. Sifton, respectively agents of 
the American and Canadian governments, 

.Telegrams from , Premier Laurier nnd 
other prominent -personsin Canada show 
that this sentiment Is shared generally, 
throughout tbe. Dominion. 

The change in the Alaskan procedure 
caused much astonishment among the peo- 
ple whocrowded tbecorridorsadjoining 
the waiting rooms. . Ambassador Cheated 
as well as the Canadians and others imme- 
diately eonnected with the case, were ad- 
mitted to tho room where the tribunal had 
been- -holding the open sessions,- but the 
commissions remained . closeted - in the 
cabinetrooni. 

The secretary of the com mission, Regi- 
nald T. Tower, finally emerged and in- 
formed the waiting crowd that no pubic 
session would he held and that the award 
would be mode. public through the agents. 
No explanation was; offered,' and but few 
persons knew that the attitude of the 
Canadian commissioners was, responsible, 
for'llie a wkjirard change. ^ 

The Canadians feel very sore over the 
outcome. ' They almost openly accuse Lord 
Alveratone of partisanship. When the fat; 
ter. presented them to King 'Edward- at 
Buckingham palace Tucsdaj^.. the king 
endeavorded vainly to ;££&}£*: Messrs. 
Jette and Ayleaworth to jBay^ey were sat- 
isfied or that, they accepted 'the situation, 
hut tbe two Canadians declined to in any 
way express acquiescence with this view. 
They simply shook hands formally and 
bowed. 

The Alaska award relating to the Port- 
la nd canal gives the United States two is- 
lands, Eannoghnnut and Sitkian, com- 
manding' the entrance to the- Portland 
channel and the ocean passage to Fort 
Simpson and destroying tbe Btra&rlc 
value of Wnles and Pcarse islands, ririch 
ore given to Canada. ^ 

The mountain line adopted as the boun- 
dary line so far from tbe coast as .to give 
the United States substantially all the ter- 
ritory in dispute. . The line completely 
clears all the bays and inlets and means of 
access to the sea, giving the United States 
a complete land barrier between Canada 
and the sea, from the Portland canal to 
Mount St, Elias, 

, Around the head oE the Lynn canal the 
line follows the watershed, somewhat in 
accordance with the present provisional 
boundary. , ■■ . . 

Messrs. Jette and Aylesworth, the Cana- 
dian commissioners, in a stalement of 
their reasons for refusing to sign the nwnrd, 
say they consider the finding of the tribu- 
nal regarding tbe islands at the entrance 
of Portland channel and the mountain lino 
is not a judicial one. They add: 

"We urged our views as strongly as we 
were able, but we have been compelled to 
witness the sacrifice of tho interests of 
Canada. We were powerless to prevent 
it, though satisfied that the course which 
the majority was determined -to pursue in 
respect to the matters above specially re- 
ferred to ignored the just rights of Canada, Y

Fantastic an seem the claims ,of Dowle 
that he 1b the reincarnation of Elijah and 
Of John the Baptist, he has led fully 
100,000 persons of almost nil races nnd 
creeds to believe him; Tn 7Aoa Oity, 
on the shore of Lake Michigan, there 
nre seventy distinct nationalities repre- 
sented among his believers, nud through- 
out the" world there nre 100,000 adher- 
ents of tlte new dispensation as announc- 
ed by Dowle. The growth of his cult 
la truly astonishing. 

Dowle is Scotch by hlrth nnd nt one 
tlnto was a member of the Methodist 
Church. Much of his life was spent In 
Austrnlln, where stories differ as to his 
success In the ministry, Shortly before 
the World's Fair In Chlcngn he appeared 
in that city, a penullcss preacher, with- 
out n church. He posed as a divine 
healer and naturally attracted consid- 
erable notoriety, .

Bend, Ind., which contemplates connect-. 
"Ing" Chicago and Pittsburg, <Pa., by an 
electric ayutcni. It will he the largest 
electric railway system In the' world, 

The' utilization of tlie vast water 
pow'tr resources in Ohio at SL .Mary,'s 
reservoir, Just across the Indiana line,- 
is comprehended In tbe project. This 
reservoir eitvers 17,000 acres and at prear 
ent supplies water for the Miami and 
Erie canal, which In about to be aban- 
doned. Power will nlHO be obtained from 
the gigantic dam now being Yuilt in the 
St, Joseph river four miles east of South 
Bend, and on which $1,500,000 hns al- 
ready been spent. 

In. following the route to Chicago the 
Hue will touch Cleveland, Toledo, But- 
ler, Goshen, Elkhart, South Bend and 
Laporte, as* well as many smaller towns. 
It Ih proposed to begin work on the big 
railway before the close of the year. The 
Chicago and Indiana Air Line, which la 
now being built as far east. as Toledo/ 
will probably he abaorbed by the promot- 
ers of the big scheme. - :

ANCIENT CARVING OF WOOP. 



Statuette That, Was Made .Three Thou- 
sand Years Ago. 
A statuette of sycamore,, the most 
ancient specimen or .'•food carving 
known to exist, Is in the museum of 
Gfzeh, at Cairo. It dates from B. C, 
3900, so la very nearly,' 6,000 years 
aid, and still the wood Is as sound 
and good as If of recent date. It was 
found at Safckarno, and It Is supposed 
to represent one of the overseers of 
tho workmen engaged in building the 
pyramids which abound In the imme- 
diate neighborhood nnd which are the 
oldest In Egypt. The statuette Is 
.known as the "Shelk-el-Beled," or 
'"sheik of the village/' a name given 
. to it by the .Arabs who -found It bo- 
cause its features represented very 
closely those of the mnn'/who was 
then their own aheik.' The ; statuotte 
Is distinctly -a portrait, showing a 
weU-fad, closely shaven man. of £0 or 
thereabouts/altogether pude save for 
a cloth bound' by a leather girdle about 
hla loins and reaching; down to his 
kneoB. Tho exact height of tho stat- 
uette is 3 feet 8V£ inches,

BOSTO N HOtDS WIDOW RECO R D, 

■V- —_— 
Btst* Official Collects Btmtlstlce-Thelr 
I>ot n Hard .One. 

A Boston Stato official who has been 
investigating tho subject for Prof. Fried- 
rich Printing of Paris has discovered 
that Boston lias more widows, in propor- 
tion. to Its population, than any other city 
in America, even Chicago, Philadelphia, 
New York and other large centers. The 
young widow, lie aays, Is one of Uie most 
unfortunate ot beings, and not at all the 
gay huttcrtly which popular fancy has 
pictured. 

Prof. Printing has collected a remark- 
able gtoup of staUstlcs which show that 
poverty sorely oppresses, the widow, and 
that she Is more subject to insanity, con- 
sumption, conflict with the law, and 
death' than her married sister. All these 
woes fall more heavily on Uie young 
widow. Dr.. Priming's opinion Is that 
Ui* Btnto should make provision for the 
support of Uie widowed and their chil- 
dren, directly, instead of indirectly 
through hospitals and Insane asylums.
